Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 6-9 and 1 1-12 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 6: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious an engine stop and start 
control system as recited in claim 6; specifically, the automatic engine stopping and 
starting section restarts the engine when a value of current flowing through a driving 
motor for a driving an electric oil pump is out of a predetermined range while the engine 
is automatically stopped. 
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Claim 8: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious an engine stop and start 
control system as recited in claim 8; specifically, the automatic engine stopping and 
starting section restarts the engine when one of a driving voltage and a duty ratio in pulse 
with modulation of a driving motor for driving an electric oil pump is equal to or greater 
than a predetermined value while the engine is automatically stopped. 

Claim 11: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious an engine stop and start 
control system as recited in claim 11; specifically, the automatic engine stopping and 
starting section prohibits the automatic engine stop when a slip ratio of a clutch for a gear 
for starting the vehicle in the transmission exceeds a predetermined range in a 
predetermined time after the engine is restarted from the state in which the engine is 
automatically stopped.
